with; but the danger to be apprehended is, 
that some other nation will, .'interfere in the 
matter, and.secretly,, if not openly, assist 
Mexico. 
It must be evident to every ob- 


serving 'hian that the imjinverished stale of 
the Mexi6an treasury' would not warrant 
her in the bold step which she has taken', to 
attempt to prqsecute a war with the United 
States. Hencp arises the question, where 
has she obtained the necessary funds for 
•tin's purpose ? . Some powerful nation must 
have loaned her ..money, and. of course, be- 
come directly interested in the matter. 
And 


although it.would be contrary'to the law of 
nations, and in direct violation of the rules 
^4 .regulations of war, for any other na- 
tion openly to interfere between us and our 
enemy,—still,-much secret assistance may 
bo rendered, greatly to the detriment of the 
United States. • And where is this matter to 
cad, and of what advantage is it to be to 
-)is, ns a nation? Mcxico~will never ac- 
knowledge the Rio Grande as the boundary 
line between her and Texas, tinri she will 
never yield it, Until.driven into the interior 
of the Republic, by 'a superior force from 
•ilie Uriited Slates. What, then, is to be 
done in a'uclt. an-emergency? 
la an army 


W remain for years on the banks of the Rio 
Grande, or are thirty to cross, and inarch in- 
to the interior of Mexico,' ,and plant the 
stripes and stars.abpvo the ancient halls of 
Moritczuma? 
VYc all know that the Mexi- 


cans are a fighting people, and that they 
.will not easily yield, even though routed 
and repelled a dozen times. 
They have 


nothing to lose, comparatively speaking, 
but everything to gain, in this controversy; 
and their policy will be to continue the war 
for years. Does the Uriited States, there- 
fore, mean to make a conquest of Mexico ? 
Tliese are serious questions, and our posi- 
tlon at this time is a very peculiar an<5 n 
very dangerous due. We have 8omt;l!iim- 
morc lo apprehend than a short struggle, <ir 
a decisive battle with our present enemy 
there is great danger that Hie blow whicl 
has been struck,—the declaration of war hi 
Mexico, and the acknowledgement of lh 
samp by the United States, will he tho 
ine'ana of throwing half of the civilized 
world into a long and bloody war, whicl 
would make a dark page in'lhe history o 
civilization. At this time, several of the 
powers of Europe are secretly and violenllj 
opposed to cadi other, and are only waiting 
for a favorable moment to strike, and 
the Hword with blood. . 


Wo all know that the Oregon question 


has already caused a deep chasm between 
England and ourselves, and, takino. the 
world, through, there j»obably never was 
a period in its history, when thing* wcre in 
a more precarious state, and when greater 
danger threatened the whole globe, than at 
the present time.
